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CHAPTER IV. 


To Catch a Deer While He Is on Foot. 

Before the sheen of the morning star fades In the first smile 
of day, wo are In the woods. This Is not always necessary, but 
when hunting on bare ground, especially when deer are nut very 
plenty, the earlier you are on the ground the better. Though 
deer, especially when hunted much, or when the moon Is near 
the full, feed almost entirely at night, they often remain on foot 
until sometime after sunrise, spending moBt of tbe time In nib¬ 
bling a few twigs, acorns or other food, loafing around without 
much apparent object, standing a little In tbe sun, and moving 
slowly oil to water, or to their lying down places. When there 
Is little or no moon, or when they are but little disturbed, and 
the weather Is not hot, they will sometimes remain on foot until 
about ten o’clock; when as a general rule they will go off and 
lie down. Sometimes, especially In Winter, or the dark of the 
moon, a deer will be on his feet again between twelve and two 
o'clock, and sometimes at any time of the day, loafing about and 
browsing a little for an hour or two, when he will He down again. 
Toward night the most of them will get up, and after browsing 
and standing around a little will saunter slowly off toward their 
feeding ground or watering place perhapB, though tl\cy may not 
go until after dark. 

We want to reach the oak ridges just about tbe time it Is 
light enough to shoot, and now the first question that arises Is, 
from which direction shall we approach them ! 

First In Importance Is the question of wind, which must be 
kept In our face as much as possible. But there happens to be 
no wind thla.mornlng, so the next point Is to consider the eleva¬ 
tion of the ground, it being best In hunting ridges to keep on 
the highest ground so as to get a good outlook. But tbe ridges 
to which we are going are about all of a height; so that the 
next question to consider will be the direction of tbe sun when 
It rises. All else being equal, It Is best always if possible to 
have the sun on your back, as it will make It easier for you to 
see a deer and harder for a deer to see you. Take off your hat 
In the sunlight and swing around and you will see part of the 
reason of this. A deer Is also much easier to see when the sun 
strikes his coat 

We will therefore swing around to tbe east side of the ridges. 
And now we must go with great caution; but not too Blowly. 
Avoid walking through any brush which your clothes must touch; 
or If you can't help touching some twigs ease them off with your 
hand so that they do not snap, scrape your clothes, or make a 
noise In flying back. Above all, be cautious about treading on 
dry sticks, or plleB of dead leaves, and feel each footstep carefully 
before you let your whole weight upon It. But none of this care 
must take any of the attention of your eyes, which must be 
keeping the sharpest kind of outlook over the whole ground as 
far ahead as you can see, and sleeping the arc of a whole semi¬ 
circle in front. Don't look as a woman or child does, at only 
one thing at a time, but let your view be as comprehensive as 
when gazing In wonder at the starry arch of night, taking In the 
near and the distant, the sides and front all at once. 

Slowly now, for you are rising the crest of the ridge. Don’t 
show an Inch more of your head above It than Is necessary to 
give you a view of the ground beyond, and don't move again 
until you are sure nothing Is In eight. Here are signs enough; 
you see that deer are here somewhere. See here, there, and all 
over where sharp pointed hoofs have pressed the dead leaves 
Into the ground, and in some places cut through them. Put 
your two first flogera In several different holes and see If they are 
not of different sizes. Here too are tracks, on a piece of bare 
ground, of three different sizes. And see too, the dropptngs are 
of different sizes. Here have been three deer within forty-eight 
hours. But have they been all at once or at different times? 
On the dead leaves this Is not so easy to tell, but on the bare 
ground the tracks show quietly, that the tracks of a doe and 
fawn were made yesterday, while this big buck track Is quite 
fresh. And the appearance too of the droppings confirms this. 
All such Inspections are quickly made by the experienced eye, 
but you had better take plenty of time to them. 

Hero you see this buck has gone down the other side of tbe 
ridge and across the flat, and has probably crossed the next ridge. 
Although it will not generally pay to track a single buck at this 
time of year, especially on bare grouod, a thing almost Impossi¬ 
ble where tracks are very numerous, yet at this time of tbe 
morning fresh tracks are an excellent guide, and It la always 
beet to take a look lu the direction In whl, h they have goDe. 
You may move quite last now across tbe hollow between this 
ridge and the next one, but still be cautious about noise. 

Here Is the track again where be has gone up thlB ridge. But 
It turns off and goes to the right toward the neck that joins this 
ridge with tbe last one. No matter, though, be may have turned 
again. Now look over the crest of tbe ridge just as slowly and 
keenly as If you knew he were In tbe next hpllow, and scan the 
ridges beyond with the same care. Don’t be looking for a deer, 
however, but look only for dark grey spot* and patc/ue, from tbe 
size of your hat up to the else and shape of a small gdaU A deer 
[n the woods generally does not look like a deer at all; and what 
bothers tbe beginner more than anything Is that be Is looking 
for a deer. Let j our eye rest a moment on everything that looks 
like a small thick part of a thicket, or everything that looks 
blurred or Indistinct in brush. Look out too t»r everything that 
moka like a stump, a section of fallen log, between two trees; In 
short, examine every tpol that Is brown, grey, or dark color, no 
•nailer xhal lu thape 0 r «ii«, You need not look for deer h lng 
J>" the ground at this time of day, nor on this kind of ground; 
nt you must still look foio along the ground, for a deer does not 
eland half as high as you think for, and when unsuspicious his 


often got his head down, and may stand fully concealed behind 
a log, or In brush that does not appear to be over three feet 
blgb. 

There are numerous such spots and patches In view, but under 
a sharp glance they each and all fade Into stumps, pieces of log, 
etc., and you are satisfied there Is nothing here. 

Instead, now, of crossing this ridge, and going to the next one, 
keep along the side you are on, but just low enough down to see 
over and along the top, and go up to the neck which connects 
this ridge and the last one. Peeplog cautiously over this, as 
over the last, you see several ridges leading off to the south, 
with hollows between them all. Now stand here and take a good 
long look before you show tbe whole of your bead. Nothing 
appears. But what Is this ? afresh bed, as sure as you live, with 
fresh footprints in It; tbe big buck’s, too. 

This Is only a night bed, however. You need not expect to 
see him lying at the foot of tbe next tree, or In the next bash, 
for when much disturbed deer bardly ever lie down by day where 
they feed, though at night they often will. 

Move on now along thlB backbone, keeping a sharp watch all 
over. Two or three hundred yards are passed, and we find more 
beds, and the tracks In them are those of different deer from aDy 
we have yet seen; which shows that within a quarter of a mile 
there have been six different deer. These too, are only night- 
beds, and the occupants may be half a mile away. They may 
alBO be only 100 yards away, so be just as careful aa possible. 

But what's this? 8 ee here, where down the billslde the 
ground Is plowed by a long split hoof, sometimes with fourteen 
marks In one track. Here It Is again, fifteen feet further on; 
and again at about twenty feet from tbe last. Tbe dirt plowed 
up Is dark, soft and damp; the bottom of the scrape la, in places, 
smooth, clean and shiny. It Is scarcely necessary to tell you 
what It means; but to take a good lesson, follow It back a few 
jumps. It leads back to the top of the ridge, to a small clump 
of bushes about waist high, and there stops. Here you see are the 
tracks where he has been standing In this brush. Look carefully 
at the tracks and the ends of the twigs, and you will see that he 
has been browsing, with his bead toward you. Now put a paper 
on this bush, and go back to where you first brought your head 
In sight of it. 

“ Why, I can see right through that brush, and it don’t look 
over two feet high anyhow.” 

Even so, my friend, and for that very reason you missed see¬ 
ing him. It Is not at all likely that he either heard or smelt you 
agalDst the breeze that Is now rising. You passed your eye too 
carelessly over that brush just became ituxu so thin and low; and 
after you raised your head and shoulders above the ridge, and 
were looking elsewhere, two Jumps down the hill took him out 
of your eight. 

Well, It Is quite useless now to go in the direction In which he 
ran, for you not only stand little chance of seeing him, but be 
will probably stampede or alarm every other deer within 
hearing of his hoofs. 

Turn now a little northward and take the course on which you 
first started. Here again we see fresh signs, and more beds, and 
at last come to another set of long, plnnglng jumps. This deer 
you see, had been standing right on the open top of tbe ridge 
when you started him, and you could have seen him before you 
showed anything more than your hat over the last ridge, If you 
had been as careful as I told you. 80 now look with more care, 
and don’t be In such baste to look over the crest of a ridge. 

A half mlie la now passed, when suddenly you see a fine buck 
staudlng In a thicket 150 yards away. Yes, there be Is In all the 
majesty of the buck on the powder flask; with his big antlers, 
big neck, and big fat body. “ Ye gods I wbat a glorious show I 
Aud oh, what a glorious roast those haunches—” 

Hold ou, don't say “ My meat” until you've got his throat cut. 
You’d better not shoot from here, but try and get closer. I’ll 
stay here and you crawl up to within 100 yards. You can easily 
dolt: No, not that way; It will never do to crawl down that 
slope right In view of him. Back right out of here, and work' 
around the point of this ridge. That will bring you behiDd that 
big fallen tree that lies within seventy-five yards of him. With 
chatterlog teeth, trembling limbs, and crawling hair, you finally 
reach the fallen tree, and taking a cautious look you see nothing. 
Don’t be too hasty though, for be may have moved a few steps, 
or turned slightly in his tracks while you were working around, 
so that you cau't see him at once. Bnt after long and cautious 
looking you can see nothing, and advancing slowly from behind 
the tree you still see nothing. Still carefully advancing and look¬ 
ing, you get to where he was, but he Isn't there. 

‘‘Could be have run while I was going around the point?" 

Well, look and see. You will find bis tracks if be h'as. 

But you find none. Nor Is there anything there but some thin 
bushes, a huge piece of fallen log with the dead branches of a 
limb sticking up In It And now, my friend, walk back u> the 
place from which you first saw your deer and take a very Import¬ 
ant lesson, viz., how a deer does not look In tbe woods. A deer 
at that distance and In that kind of ground would not have ap¬ 
peared half so large or distinct as that piece of log and dea 1 
branch did, and I allowed you to fool yourself on It because It was 
a good lesson. 

And now the sun Is getting so high that we might as well 
leave the ridges and hunt In the grounds where deer go to lie 
down during the day. Although you have seen no deer this 
morning you have learned much more than If you had seen one 
and bagged It. The philosophy of error is a far better teacher than 
tbe philosophy of truth, aud for this reason we will study failures 
more than successes; aud this will be rendered all the easier by tbe 
fact that you will probably have at 11 ret kittle else but failures to 
study. 

You may have started a dozen other deer whose tracks you did 
not see, or they may have quit feeding aud have gone to lie 
down early this morning. But don't be discouraged In the least 
at not having seen any, but ruminate what you have learned 
while we are on the wav to their lylog-dowo ground.

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A Whirl at the Ducks at Grassy Lake.

Editor Chicago Field : —A long, narrow strip of water, 
shaped somewhat like an Immense golf stick, the shores fringed 
In some places with a heavy border of rice, tall, grass and rushes, 
whilst In other spots tbe timber reaches to the very water’s edge, 
varying In depth from a yellow leg’s knee to six feet, makes a 
retreat which no well-regulated duck can see without storming 
to pay it a vt 6 lt. 

Such was Grassy Lake (alas, now soon to be turned Into waving 
cornfields and prosaic potato patches,where the loud curses of the 
enraged plowboy will be heard in the place of the sportsman’s 
“ mark south," and the striped back of the potato bug will usurp 
the dominion of tbe mallard) on a fine April morning, when just 
at daybreak two young men might have been seen wending their 
way toward Its shores. The taller of the two answered to the 
dignified title of Buck; never losing bis temper under any cir¬ 
cumstances and willing to endure all hardships In the pursuit of 
game, he made an excellent companion for a rough and ready 
bunt. Attired In corduroy and hip boots, a heavy Greener bam- 
merless under bis left arm, and a bag of decoys over his right 
shoulder, he advanced toward the lake with terrific strides. His 
companion, your humble scribe, dressed In a tan-colored duck 
suit, was devoting all his energies toward the transportation cf a 
mammoth cartridge box, portable blind, and his tried and trusted 
Dsly, his field name being 81d. 

As they neared the shore, arguing in tbe meantime concerning 
the relative values of 4’s and 0's, the loud report of some early 
bird’s gun was followed by the flap, flap, swish, swish of a bunch 
of ducks rising from the water. Down went decoys, and cartridge 
box, over went portable blind, and none too soon, for skimming 
the tops of a bunch of rice, scarce thirty yards distant, appeared 
a noble flock of broad-bills; towering aB they spied the men, they 
tried with all their power, to escape the danger they 
knew so well. The head and spoon-shaped bill of the leader hung 
for a moment between the barrels of tbe Daly, then wilting to 
the Dlttmar, went down like a stone; the heavy charge of 4’s 
from t&e Greener paralyzed a brace, and both guns ringing out 
together, sent two more to join the 11 Innumerable caravan.” 

The birds gathered, Buck started down the lake and wading out 
Into the middle was soon ensconced on a muskrat house, which 
with some rushes made a very good blind; bis decoys, as was bis 
wont, scattered around In all directions, without much regard for 
appearances. 81d erected his blind on shore, and anchored his 
decoys In an open spot in the weeds, distant some twenty yards. 
For sometime nothing could be heard but the ceaseless chatter 
of tbe myriads of blackbirds; then a low ‘‘mark south,” from 
Buck set the blood tingling In Sid’s veins, as he descried a bunch 
of bluewlogs bearlogdown toward bis decoys. In less time than 
It takes to write It they were over the decoys, aud two whirling 
down to his right and one to his left, showed the efficacy of the 
6 ’s. The roar of Buck's cannon coming over the water caused 
81d to look up In time to see a mallard come whirling dowD with 
a broken wing, while the other barrel whipped ioto foam the 
water beneath the others.

And now tbe flight grows fast and furious; compact flocks of 
teal skimming gracefully over the water; pintails, mallards and 
broad-bills all coming from the South, and all going like the 
wind for their breakfasts In the adjacent cornfields. Both men 
are shooting for all they are worth; and the steady eplash, splash, 
of falling ducks, and the constant roar of tbe heavy fowling 
pieces, form an euphonlam, sweeter by far to the eager men, than 
any creation of Beethoven. But all things must have an end, 
and soon the flight grows slower and slower, and finally almost 
ceases. 

Buck growing Impatient, takes advantage of the propinquity of 
a large flock of yellow legs which Is passing within thirty .yards 
of his blind, and rising up, pours both barrels Into them; not a 
bird down; not a feather ruffled. Buck stands watching them 
until they disappear behind a bend in tbe lake, then strange words 
come rolling over the waters; words which are never met with In 
Sunday school books, and which the pious Sid knows not the 
meaning of. 

But what Is that which checks Sid’s merriment so suddenly, 
and brings him like a coucbant tiger behind bis blind? Wbat tbe 
potent charm so powerful that It stops the flow of Btrange words 
from Buck’s mouth, laying him prone upon hls muskrat house?

J. J. D., Boston, Mane —Mr Irish red setter bitch puppy, whelped 
December 9, 1880, died March 30, from inflammation of the bowels, ae I 
believe. 1 first noticed that she was sick the morning of March 29, 
when she appeared very weak on her lugs, her back was arched, tall 
carried cloae to her body, she would cat nothing, aud groaned very much 
from pain. 1 first gave her powders of calomel ana opium, one grain 
each, one every three hours. Gave her a hot water bath, then rubbed 
her dry, and then rubbed her with a liniment composed of turpentine, 
ammonia and laudanum. After fourteen hours 1 gave her a dose of 
castor oil, syrup of buckthorn and syrup of popples. She died next day. 
Please give your opinion as to cause of her death, and method of treat¬ 
ment. Ans.—It is impossible to form an opinion from the above de¬ 
scription, as there are u hundred and one diseases in which all of the 
symptoms mentioned might be present. A postmortem examination 
would have disclosed the cause of death, but assuming that the cause 
was Inflammation of the bowels the treatment given was pretty good, 
but the oil should have been given earlier In tbe attack, and the pain 
should have been eased by hypodermic Injections of morphine, instead 
of giving oplnm, which Is very binding to the bowels; the calomel was 
good, and tbe warm bath too, and the bowels should have had aqua 
ammonia applied to them, followed by an onion poultice covered with 
grated camphor gum, and renewed occasionally. Tincture of aconite 
root and other febrifuges should have been given early and often. 

G. W. K., Mulberry, Iud.—l. Please prescribe for my setter puppy, 
eleven months old. His coat Is very rough and looks dead, nose hot and 
dry at times, stretches himself often, has very poor appetite, and vomits 
occasionally. 2. J have shot the choke oat or my gun. Can the swell 
be got back In place, and a cylinder bore made of it? 3. Cau you give 
me the address of any professional dog trainer near tbe central pari of 
Illinois? Ans.—1. He has worm*. Give him a three grain santonlnc 
powder morning and night till he has taken six, then give a dose of oil, 
say a tablespoonful, with ten drops of turpentine In it, aud follow that 
with a tonic, composed of elix. cal. Ter. bis. two ounces, simple syrup 
one ounce, and water lo make four ounces; mix, and give a teaspoon 
ful three times a day. 2. Yes. 3. Address Seebacb «fc Hennessey, 
Pera, Ill. 

iNquiRER. Chicago.—Will yon please tell mo what is the matter, and 
how to feed my two months old water spaniel puppy. He seems very 
weak and sore iu the loins, and when he la eating his hindquarters 
slide under him by Jerks. I think perhaps It is caused by the food 
I give blm, which is mainly cooked meat and vegetables, but very little 
milk. He is very lively and bealiby excepting these occasional spasms. 
Ans.—It is partial paralysis, and ts due either to some disorder of the 
system, causing an effusion on tbe spinal cord, pressure und partial 
paralysis, or to an injury. Clip off the hair from the lolos aud mister 
with fly blister, oil the blister after it has been on twelve hours. Give 
a teaspoonful of the elixir calisaya, iron and strychnia three times a 
day. 

J. B. B , Lynchburg, Va.—Will you be kind enough to Inform roe if 
it will do lo breed an Imported Laverack, white and lemon ears, very 
fine dog, bnt gnu-shy, and very badly bo; was frightened on the steamer 
from England, and after be reached me my little nephcwB, in my ab¬ 
sence, fired pop-crackers and cap-pistols at him until he became so very 
shy that he will have a spasm if lie bears a gun, or Is badly frightened 
Can he ever be cured of this, or will It do to breed him as he Is, to u flue 
(Jordon bitch ? This bitch, Wag, Is ont of Puller's Dot, by Malcolm's 
Malcolm. Ads.—O nr advice Is to shoot tbe ilog: he Is doubtless in¬ 
curable; and such a gun-sby animal Bhould oot be allowed to propa¬ 
gate his own species.

Some animals, 
the majority, only become so affected once or twice a year, others much 
oflener, and a few are almost constantly in season. The dnratlon of 
cestrum is usually from ten to tweuty days. 3. It la not a good plan. 

J. C., Avoca. Iowa.—Please prescribe for my setter bitch, odo year 
old. She had distemper last Fall, and now passes water very frequently, 
Jerks all the time, Is worse after any excitement, and often falls. She 
seems to feel well, has a good appetite, hair looks well, slobbers some 
and is very nervous Ans.—It is very difficult to cure chorea, but we 
can sometimes alleviate it. Give her a teaspoonful of pboephated 
elixir of iron and cinchona three times a day, aud one-eighth grain 
nitrate of sllxer In a bread crumb, morning and night.

press rifle, 50 caliber, which differs from their model 1816 only in call 
her, Is the one made for explosive bullets. 4. The frigate, or man-of- 
war bird (Tachypetre at/uint'), Is a very rare bird in this latitude, their 
home being in tropical climes Large numbers breed every year, dur¬ 
ing the month of May, at the Florida Keys, where they assemble iu 
flocks of from fifty to five hundred pairs or more.

owing the shooter to cover the blriimore closely, and kill within tbe 
boundaries. 

W. 8. B.. Syracuse, N. Y.—1. What load would yon recommend fora 
tweoty-elght luch. ten bore shot gun for ducks? 2. Can as good sboot- 
tug be dooe with four as with five drama powder In the above gun? Ane 
—Much depends upon weight of gun, which you have failed to give. 
Usually four to five drams of powder, ounce to ouuce and one-eighth of 
shot. 2. At short range, yes; but for long shots you must have plenty 
of powder if you desire to shoot to kill. 

A. JNew York - Will you kindly Inform me if chilled shot used ex¬ 
clusively in a full choke boro gun will eventually wear the barrels so 
as to materially affect the pattern? Ans.—Chilled shot will Dot affect 
the shooting of your gan any sooner than soft or common shot 
F. B. B., Syracuse, Neb.—What Is the proper charge for killing ducks 
and geese in a muzzle loader, twelve gauge, forty-three and oue-half 
inches in barrel, weighing thirteen pounds? Ana.—From five to six 
drams of powder: one to one and out* eighth ounces of shot.

A Few Hints on Hreedlug. 

Hillsdale, Mien. 

Editor Chicago Field:— A weekly perusal of the 11 visits ’’ 
noticed In this paper, reveals to those acquainted with the phys¬ 
ique of the dilierent doge and bitches named therein, the mis- 
takes too often made In mating. In many cases no care seems 
given to the structural fitness of the animals. Yet, If this Is dis¬ 
regarded, the progeuy will, by their formation, betray the neglect 
as surely as they will perpetuate the other than physical charac¬ 
teristics of their ancestors. No one dog Is a suitable mate for all 
bitches, yet we Bod those noted for their blood, prise winnings, 
or other reputation, have bitches of very different styles sent to 
them, and the consequence Is each dog gets from some good 
looking, and from others poor progeny. In the latter cases the 
disappointed breeders condemn the dog for what Is only due to 
their own blunders. 

The keepers of stock dogs are not to blame for these bad re¬ 
sults. I know personally the folly of advising breeders how to 
mate their bitches. I have done this in the past, and have made 
enemies because—as was said—my “dogs being in the public 
stud, 1 had no right to refuse their services to any one who was 
willing to pay for them.” I did not refuse, but having ray dogs’ 
reputation In view, aud being honestly desirous to see the great¬ 
est Improvement obtaiued In the least time, I did, in my early 
experience as a kennel owner, advise other dogs when I deemed 
my own unsuitable mates for the bitches proposed. A few such 
rebuffs, however, discouraged me, aud I made up my mind my 
dogB could stand upon their geueral reputation, and breeders 
could learn from experience what was or was not a good selec¬ 
tion. The Lrouhjn * kennel keeper has to contend with Is, that 
as the various Stud dogs are advertised without limitation, no 
chance for discrimination remalos If one wlBhes his dog to be 
fairly remunerative. It Is folly to talk of any man’s being Indif¬ 
ferent to the returns of bis kenuel, and those who make such 
pretentious assertions are generally the very ones noted for close¬ 
ness la their dealings. Men who have gone to heavy expense In 
Importing or breeding fine dogs, are fully justified In getting 
their money out of them. The business Is as honorable and 
gentlemanly as breeding cattle, horse6, or any of the other pur¬ 
suits of life, and those who thus falsify their acts by their words, 
simply show they are a discredit to the business, and not the 
business to them. If a man of sufficient means to Indulge In 
breeding as a mere pleasure, would offer his dogs “for approved 
bitches only," aud live up to this, refusing those not suitable In 
shape as positively as those of unsuitable blood, he would lose 
money, but at the end of a few years the progeny would be of a 
higher grade, a more even, “sorty” lot than any dog studded as 
all are now, cao beget. 

Breeders, and not kennel owners, must bear the onus of such 
failures at least In by far the larger proportion. PosBlbly not 
in all eases, for a dog might be a practical failure as a stock get¬ 
ter, aud this be undlscoverable till he was thoroughly tested. 
One of the most noted trial winners of England has been the 
least successful of all iu the stud; such Instances are however 
very rare, especially with well bred dogs, and It may bo taken as 
a rule that with a pedigree of proved merit, the foundation is 
sure and stable. It Is & foundation only, however, and to build 
upon this a structure worthy of the base, other considerations 
must be regarded, which brings me back to the hints I would 
offer those who contemplate breeding. 

To such I would say,first of all,study carefully the blood, form, 
disposition and field quality of your bitch, aud when you know 
these 60 thoroughly that you can detect her faults as well as her 
good points, look round for a dog that will correct the former, 
and enhance the latter. , 

In blood by all means keep In the same strain, provided of 
course It Is of the best, Blnce by so doing you will fix the pecu¬ 
liarities of the race much more firmly than you can by Introduc¬ 
ing new blood with Its peculiarities, possibly antagonistic to 
those you wish to perpetuate. 8uch mixtures very often repro¬ 
duce the worst characteristics of the-two strains, rather than their 
good ones. While avoiding out-breeding, do not run Into the 
other extreme of close relationship. Relationship is of two kinds, 
vlx.: of kindred blood, and of direct family ties. By resorting 
to the first you intensify the characteristics of the race, by the 
latter though you may get these, you get also a depreciation, of 
the physical and mental qualities, which sooner or later will make 
itself apparent. The first Is inter-breeding which has given us 
In horses and cattle as well as dogs, our best specimens; the 
latter Is in-breeding which will In the end destroy those upon 
whom It Is practiced. 

Form is not only a matter of Individuals, but of their ancestors. 

I mean by this an Individual may be very different In shape from 
thOBc from whom he Is descended, and consequently will be as 
likely to reproduce their form as his own, and more so If mated 
with an animal of their type; when the ancestors are of 
different types the majority of the litter will indicate 
the stronger physical tendency, and may fairly be relied on 
to transmit this peculiarity. In breeding for form it must be re¬ 
membered it Is much easier to correct this,and to approximate to 
perfection than In the higher faculties. By as much as mind is 
superior to matter, it is more difficult to breed up to the highest 
standard of the former than the latter. 

Disposition, In the sense In which I have used the word. Includes 
courage, Intelligence, and loving regard for the master. All of 
these are highly desirable, and when any of them are wanting lu 
greater or less degree, It must be bred for. In this connection a 
word of warning upon one point may not be out of place. 
Many dogs have been deemed wanting In Intelligence or courage 
simply from being over sensitive when handled. They display 
plenty of courage In ordinary ways, are not gun ahy, or afraid of 
strange sights or sounds, but as soon as breaking begins they ap¬ 
pear Incapable of understanding what is wanted, and at the least 
show of coerslon are cowed. 8uch dogs almost Invariably make 
capital animals If rightly dealt with. They need encouragement 
and patience, nothing more. This sensitiveness, as I have called 
It, springe from a great desire tn please, and a corresponding 
dread of displeasing the master. They ore like aorne children 


with whom kindness Ib all powerful, but the least harshness pro¬ 
ductive of fear and stubbornness. The very best dogs I have 
owned have been over sensitive ones, and they were the easiest to 
teach after their confidence was once established. There Is hardly 
a limit to which a good breaker cannot go with such dogs, cer¬ 
tainly to the full scope of the canine intelligence. A rampant, 
rattle-headed dog that fears nothing, Is ready to jump at conclu¬ 
sions of what Is required of him, and Is as ofteu wrong as right. 
In the field his high courage prompts excessive action that engen¬ 
ders forgetfulness of discipline. Such a dog, to use the language 
of a breaker of repute, “ wants breaking In two before he will 
know anything,” and even then Is always a hard one to handle; 
but one of the dogs I have referred to, to whom a sharp word is 
worse than the lasb to hfs bolder brother, Is constantly looking to 
his breaker and ready to obey him, though not by any means de¬ 
pendent upon him for Instructions how to find game. An occa¬ 
sional word of approval to such a one makes him the happiest as 
well as the most Intelligent of pupils. 

Field quality embraces proper speed for the locality and game 
the dog Is worked on, love of work, aud ability to outwit the 
most cunning birds—often called the ability to find game -keen 
nose and staunchness to point ami back, with endurance of high 
order. A dog possessing all these Is comparatively rare, and all 
the more voluable; yet all these qualities can be obtaiued by 
patient and careful breeding, aud the first step Is for the owner 
of the bitch to put aside that partial feeling which prompts us 
all to deem our own possessions the best of their kind, and 
sharply to criticise her when in work, to see what qualities she 
lacks; these belug discovered, he kuowswbattolook for tn select¬ 
ing the stock dog. 

The only positive proof of the existence of quality is its dis¬ 
play, hence It Is not well to take anything for granted simply be¬ 
cause a dog should be all that is deBtred as a natural sequent of 
bis breeding. Blood Is very Important, so Important In my esti¬ 
mation, that If I was forcal to choose between a dog of crack 
blood, but of unkuown field quality, and one that was a fine per¬ 
former, but of no breeding, I would take the former, because 
having lu both cases a certain degree of doubt, I would rather 
trust the hereditary tendencies of good blood to assert them¬ 
selves than depend upon the possibly accidental abilities of the 
dog with nothing to Bhow In support of himself. Still blood is, 
as I have said, only a foundation, and I would not breed to a dog 
that was not a fielder of proved merit worthy of bis race. Such 
can be obtained, and the fact that some dogs of no field quality 
have produced good offspring does not make me any more will¬ 
ing to take unnecessary risks. It must be remembered that 
such doge are known only through their progeny, that show well, 
aud these may be few when compared with all together. The 
poor ones are never heard of, and In any case, If there Is any¬ 
thing In the transmission of quality, tboBe dogs which possess 
most should, as a rule, bequeath moBt to their descendants. The 
fact that a dog’s brothers or slaters are cracks Is no proof that he Is 
also, or that he will beget such, for we all know that in the best 
litters there may be some duffere, and these cannot be discov¬ 
ered till they are tested. Therefore I thffik the only dogs worthy 
of general favor are those that, to the blood of thoroughly tested 
race unite, Individual excellence In the same line that won repute 
for their ancestors. 

It will be apparent from the above that a breeder cannot exer¬ 
cise too great care In selecting hla stock dog. Positive knowl¬ 
edge of the Individual alone must decide the choice, so that It 
may be made reasonably sure that the proposed union will 
achieve the desired end, viz,, correction of existing faults and 
enlargement of present excellence. To get this knowledge the 
breeder Bhould demand from the kennel owner a full description 
ol his dog's blood, form, disposition and field ability, and also 
ask reference to progeny, as these constitute the beat possible 
proof of the dog's quality as a stock getter. No lack In any 
requisite should be passed over lu the hope that It will not affect 
the proposed litter; It may not, yet there is a risk, and all such 
will be avoided by a breeder who, with wise forethought, tries to 
establish In the present a race that will go on improving in the 
future.

Cocker Spaniels. 


BT LEATHERHEAD. 


Visitors at shows during the past few years could not have 
helped noticing the beautiful spaniels at all times exhibited, and, 
taking the Birmingham and Kennel Club shows of the last two 
seasons, there is a deal to Indicate that the breeds have greatly 
Improved In appearance at least, from what we can recollect of 
spaniels liaearller days. There are no breeds better calculated to 
receive development than spaniels, as according to my Ideas of 
breeding, there la no greater proof of a long-established breed 
than when we see It predominate over another breed when the 
two are crossed. For Instance, a dropper between a pointer and 
setter will resemble the purest bred parent of the two, and if the 
parents are both equally well bred, the produce will be more non¬ 
descript In appearance than If, for the above-mentioned reason, 
there was a leaning to one side. The foxhound, the bulldog, and 
the bloodhound are all remarkable for having the pre¬ 
dominance In a cross, and tbelr line Is more difficult to work out 
than a strain of any other breed. This, I maintain, Is accounted 
for by the fact that they have for a number of years been bred 
Into their own lines, and consequently these llnee are very strong. 
In my travels about, not particularly at shows, but through the 
country, I have been struck with the appearance of the spaniels 
In different districts, and after a lapse of ten or a dozen years, 

I have thought It remarkable that the same sort of spaniel Is seen 
about the streets of towns, ss one can easily recollect, as at earlier 
visits to the town In question. It returns to one’s memory that 
the saddler of the town, or his son. bad a spaniel that was gen¬ 
erally seen basking on the pavement, a liver and white dog, 
flecked with a good, short, thick coat of silky texture, and 
with a fair amount of feather, but hardly like the show 
dogs In this particular. It also occurs to your memory that you 
could have bought the saddler’s dog or any other spaniel lu the 
town for about two pounds or fifty shillings, and In the same 
quarters you do not find them much more expensive than that 
now, whilst you can see the very counterpart of the saddler’s 
dog doing about the same as he used to do, namely, basking on 
the pavement. Now, considering the results that usually fol¬ 
low when dogs are allowed the freedom of the streets, and that 
care and attention have a natural tendency to raise value, It la 
somewhat singular that these spaniels continue to reproduce 
themselves in their own likeness to a remarkable degree. One 
cannot believe that their blood has always been kept pure, but 
It would seem that the strength of the sort Is so great as to 
stand a fair amount of mongre'.lzlng with no very marked 
effects. How would It be If some of the sorts I allude to were 
taken up and carefully bred, and I refer more particularly to the 
Devonshire cocker! Years ago they were very good, and many 
sportsmen kept teams of them. They were, of course, bred with 
every care and Mention, and were medium sized, but very heavy 
dogs for their Incbee, and capable, by the force of their own 
weight, of pushing tbrongh covert of any growth or thickness. 
It was the most popular dog of a sport-loving country, but as 
battue shooting and such like Innovations usurped the place of 


rough shooting, so have the teams or kennels of spaniels died 
out, aud the breed has continued, as I have stated above, by 
mere hazard, as for Instance, by the saddler of the town .having 
one, a neighboring farmer another, and maybe a spor^lMj pub¬ 
lican a third. They are always good ones for rabbit shooting in 
furze-brakes, and for the roughest sort of shooting, or the above 
Individuals would not keep them, and from all I have seen 
of them I do not think the best of them are to be beaten 
for game-finding, or for their untiring pertinacity In working 
for a gun. I was asked a short tlme.ago by a gentleman In A1 
sace to get him a spaniel that had won prizes at shows, and that 
could work blackthorns aud hillsides of strong cover In a style he 
had beard English spaniels could do. I asked whether the show 
or the working qualities were to be of the greater Importance, 
aud the reply was In favor of work. I then recommended two 
Devonshire cockers, dog aud bitch, that could be bred from, aud 
I took good care from the quarter I applied to, 
that they should be the best that could be bought for 
money. At the Brussels show last year this gentleman almost 
wrung my haude off with thanks, and told me that the 
dog of the brace was the best to kill game over ever seen 
In Alsace. He was sent to me on trial, and by tbe style be set 
to work I could tell that he was a good one In five minutes; but 
he wasa meanlsh-looklog little dog, with no great amount of coat, 
at least, It looked worn with work, a heavily-marked liver and 
white, rather short In the head, long ears well set, and tbe best 
part of him was his lege and feet. I have seen better looking 
oues, possibly quite as good, and I think that such extraordinary 
merit as these spaniels possess should be cultivated by the spott¬ 
ing people of Devon In tbe same fashion as that adopted by 
breeders of other strains of Bpanlels. 

The beautiful Sussex spaniels, and the very attractive looking 
black ones may be quite as good 03 the Devonshire cockers for 
all I know, but I have never seen them at work, as I have the 
Devonians; and as I know that nothing can beat the latter for 
that utter disregard for brambles and tborua, so essential, accord¬ 
ing to my Idea, In the character of a gobd spaniel, I have con¬ 
stantly recommended the Devon cockers when the requirement 
has been work. I think, too, that when the slipshod way In 
which they have been bred Is considered, they give In¬ 
dications of being a wondrously old breed, as one never 
sees anything but a liver, or liver and white, and 
here la a stamp running through them that cannot 
be mistaken. Something very contrary to this Is perceptible In the 
higher circles of spaniel breeding, as of late there baB been seen 
a liver-colored one, a black one, and a liver and white one taking 
prizes on the same day, and all belonging to the same litter; 
and there has also been an Instance of a cocker and a water span¬ 
iel being shown In such respective classes, although they both 
belong to the same litter. What does this mean 1 and are we to 
Infer that this Is the result of keeping up a breed, or of manu¬ 
facturing one! Either in breeding setters, pointers, or other 
sorts, it is well known that Leatherhead Is dead against the man¬ 
ufacturing policy, as he believes that any breed can be improved 
and maintained from its own sources, and more especially when 
such breeds show the preponderance of strength if they happeD 
to be crossed with other sorts. I fully admit that tbe spaniels 
seen at shows, such as have been bred for points and beauty, are 
any amount in front of tbe Devon or Welsh cockers on the score 
of appearance, but I think It should be ascertained that the mod¬ 
ern high breeding of spaniels has been all that could be desired 
for retaining the intrinsic merit of the spaniel euch as we know 
him to be, as a sporting dog. The Devon cocker Is born with 
sport In him. He will bunt of his own accord when he la only 
three months old, and It seems 60 Instinctively In them to hunt 
that I have known an old bitch take off her litter of puppies as 
soon as they are able to run, and teach them to bunt rabbtta In a 
furze brake. I should like some one to tell me, from actual ex¬ 
perience, hla candid opinion as to the best breed of Bpanlels for 
work, and I think It would be a good plan If aome sort of trials 
were established to test the question. It would help breeders, 
and It would guide show committees as to tbe right distribu¬ 
tion of their classes, for at present I think the eockor classes 
are altogether on a wrong footing. It does not appear altogether 
clear what a cocker Is. We have Buaaex classes, black classes, 
and for cockers, and tbe latter division Is allowed to comprise 
any liver and white spaniel. My idea Is that some of the liver 
and white families are really more distinct and further apart 
than the Sussex are from the black ones, and if so, is there any 
reason why they should not be separated! Tho Devonshire 
spaniels are, in my opinion, certainly worthy of more attention, 
and those who are fortunate enough to own some of the best 
representatives of the breed might do very well for themselves by 
bringing such a useful sort Into notice. They might urge show 
committees, lu their own county At least, to give classes for 
Devon spaniels only, to be no other color than liver or liver and 
white, and to have been bred In the county, from county stock. 
I commend this suggestion specially to both the Devon and Corn¬ 
wall Chambers of Agriculture, as at their annual show, dogs are 
made an adjunct, and some of the Devon and Cornish farmers 
are the best breeders of these spaniels. Very often one or two 
are kept on a farm purposely to hunt rabbits, and If they are not 
alwaye the best broken ones, they are undeniable for work, and 
will face furze, bramblee, or thorns of any growth In quest of 
game. They will aleo keep on hunting from morning till Dtght, 
and If they look a bit fagged at the end of a loDg day, the sight 
of a gun tbe next morning will make them, If anything, too lively 
again, as they are excitable to a fault, and no one could give a 
Devonshire spaniel too much work to keep him in good working 
trim.— Bell’s Life. 


Field Trial Topics.

Editor Chicago Field :— I do not return to print, to refute or 
answer the acrimonious and envious criticisms directed at me for 
what I have written; all such contain their own refutation 
within themselves. There Is little doubt that tbe cud of envy, 
highly seasoned with truth, Is one of the most unsavory morsels 
that falls to the lot of man to chew, but, however bitter, aome 
are obliged of necessity to accept tbe situation, and 'here Has the 
teet, whether the cup Is gracefully drained to the dregs with a 
smile, or refused. Again, there are others who, In the conceit 
of their Ignorance, tramp where angels fear to tread, and from 
this last mentioned cause It Is a hopeless task to cast a ray of 
light on their blunted Intelligence. It has come to this pass, 
that It makes but little difference what a person writes, for, like 
unto a pack of’Wolves, they are ever on the alert to pounce upon 
It and tear It from end to end, and often without aoy apparent 
motive but general cussedness. I fully concur with those that 
acknowledge the surfeit of reading controversies replete with per¬ 
sonalities. As regards myself, I do not care two straws If Jonee 
fancies a dog with a sponge for a nose snd shoe-peg for s tall, 
or Thompson prefers a setter with a coat like an Angora goat, 
and copper-bottomed, or Smith's taste demands a pointer galvan¬ 
ized so It won't rust In tbe rain; allow each one to hnmor his 
fancies and praise their qualities, It's their privilege; but that 
don’t necessitate our accepting their views, or parting with our 
favorites to purchase one of theirs, far from It. To all such I, 
for once snd for all, make my bumble adieu.

It Mr. Burges will permit me the liberty, as a stranger, I 
would thank him for the pleasure I derived In reading bis last 
article. It teems with common sense and a spirit of gentlemanly 
emulation and toleration. If we could Inculcate such senti¬ 
ments among the majority, it would Indeed be labor well ex¬ 
pended, and In tbe right direction toward progress. But I fear 
before this becomes general, and not the exception, many nails 
will have to be cut, and much good missionary work done among 
the unenlightened. It must result In this, or If tbe present feel¬ 
ings and sentiments are allowed to develop, It will resolve Itself 
Into tbe formation of factions to the utter demoralization of 
unity, and concert of action and good fellowship. 

While so much interest Is displayed In discussing the pros and 
cone relative to field trials, I would say. If one could be sure of 
the element composing the entries, I believe In selecting men to 
discharge the onerous duties of Judges who are of known ability, 
Integrity, experience and social standing, and grant them full 
power. In accordance with these qualifications, during the judg¬ 
ing, Instead of confining and restricting them by what Is termed 
Instructions to judges. That would be the most satisfactory and 
complimentary manner of asking them to accept and discharge 
these duties (for It Is a well established fact that the path of a 
judge, or judges, Is strewn with briers more cruel than the dogs 
are asked to face, Instead of roses) as It should be among gen¬ 
tlemen. 

Upon consideration, we must admit the senseless contradiction 
of the present system of selecting judges. As a rule, If possi¬ 
ble or attainable, they are selected from a coterie of sportsmen 
of admitted Integrity, honor, ability, experience, etc. All their 
merits and qualifications are well and timely canvassed, 
they are then given Imperative printed Instructions to 
guide them, from which (If they are all fancy has painted 
them) they can neither depart, or use their discretion, or give us 
the benefit of tbclr experience and ability; the very qualifica¬ 
tions that recommended their selection. As a result, they are 
often forced to decide against their better judgment, experience, 
and wisdom. Now I can regard this In no other light than a 
reflection upon these very qualifications, and it virtually turns the 
whole matter Into a farce. That a club must have rules and reg¬ 
ulations governing the entries, drawing of dogs, stakes, dates, 
etc., Is eminently proper and wise. But when It comes to pass¬ 
ing judgment on the dogs In t.hB field, I would suggest that the 
executive committee of the club merely announce to the judges 
that tbe dogs are to be hunted In precisely the same manner a 
gentleman would hunt In an ordinary day's shooting. I would 
also make the provisions, providing the ground where the trials 
were held contained the various species of game on which set¬ 
ters and pointers were used, that all points obtained, whether on 
quails, partridges, woodcocks, prairie chickens, or English snipe, 
count the same, and the dog or dogs showing the best qualities 
on all game In general shooting, such as one naturally experi¬ 
ences, be declared the winner or winners. 

It Is becoming too patent of late that the special dog Is In¬ 
creasing. Qo out with Mr. Thlng-um-bob, and If his dogs com¬ 
mit a fault, he Is Immediately ready with the excuse: “Come 
and see me and have a day’s shooting. I want to show you what 
Ponto can do when English snipe are on," etc. Or It may be 
“ Woodcocks,” or "Come and see me In the Fall. I’ll show you 
a dog on quails; he can’t be beaten.” This may be all very well, 
but I think we are, or at least should be, striving to develop a 
general go-d dog for all shooting. It looks as if sportsmen would 
be compelled to keep a snipe, quail, woodcock, partridge, and, 
If he goes West, a prairie chicken dog. To recapltu’ate, It 
obliges us to keep 11 ve dogs; five grand special dogs; too many 
for me. 

One word In conclusion. Men talk about staunchness In pup¬ 
pies at four to six weeks old, pointing staunchly and backing on 
chickens or pigeons around tbe yard. What a proof. Tee, and they 
Bbould add, If the truth be told In many cases, the misfortune Is 
they retain this habit in their old age, and that Is about, tbelr size. 
One has only to attend field trials to witness the anxiety of hand¬ 
lers when their dogs are pointing; and If they are kept a trifle 
of time before ordered to flush, and the dog Remains flrnf, as soon 
as the ordeal Is passed safely, the expression of relief on the 
handler’s face Is something sublime' to witness. The moment 
yott Speak of the lack of perfect staunchness, you Will hear all 
manner of excuses, and they generally attribute It to the fault 
of the breaker or handler, condemning themselves out of their 
own mouths. This Is simply admitting the fact that generally 
dogs are not naturally staunch, but it Is acquired; therefore, I 
contend, so much more valuable and preferable is the strain of 
dogs that do It naturally. Washington A. Coster.

his life, and I believe any sportsman who has owned a really good 
dog, will agree with me that his hunting qualities Increased with 
the experience of each season. Now'and then we see some bril¬ 
liant puppy flash, meteor-llke, across the kennel sky, and defeat 
aged dogs in a field trial contest, not only In this couutry but 
across the waters. But the most sanguine friend of the winning 
puppy would never think of claiming that for general use at that 
time the puppy would be superior to the aged dog. 

At the National Field Trials, In the All-Aged and Champion 
Stakes, would come together tbe pick of the Eastern, Southern and 
Western kennels, winners at, the various local trials, when the 
competition should be under such rules as would give the dogs of 
each section a fair and equitable chance for the best general not 
special, dog to win. Dogs will then be found, which, after the 
experience of one or two seasons, will be equally as useful on 

the prairies of the West as In the thick, briery coverts of the 

East. 

a ^ ree wlth tho8e who w,ah to ^pense at field trials 
with what they are pleased to term professional handlers. My 
acquaintance with this class has been quite extensive, and I must 
say, very pleasant. It might as well be insisted upon that Mr. 
Vanderbilt should drive Maud 8. in public, otherwise she should 
have no record. I have known and shot with a great many dif¬ 
ferent sportsmen In ray lifetime, In all sections of thlB country, 
and the proportion competent to handle a dog In the field prop¬ 
erly, even after It was thoroughly trained, would be not to ex- 
ceea one In ten. If tbe best dog In the world was placed In the 
hands of tbe average sportsman to be run by btm In a field trial, 
the mistakes of the handler would be many,aud the dog would be 
handicapped thereby. 

Neither do I agree with the method adopted by some of dls 
missing the views of the professional with the sneer, “He le 
only a dog trainer.” The occupation of breaking dogs la cer¬ 
tainly an honest one, and our people in the West know no social 
distinctions, except such as are created by the Individual by his 
everyday life. We don’t ask to see a man’s rent roll, or Inquire 
the amount he has Invested In government bonds, before greet¬ 
ing him civilly or giving him a friendly hand-sbake. I remem¬ 
ber well, on a hunting trip In Northern Iowa, when one of the 
party, a millionaire gentleman sportsman, ate at the same table, 
and slept In the same bed (not from compulsion either) with a 
gentleman who breaks or trains dogs for a living. I never 
learned that It hurt either one of them to do so. If the man and 
his occupation are honest, his habits temperate, and his speech 
civil, he does not need tbe gloss of broadcloth and patent leather 
to pass current In the West, and to have his opinions command 
such respect as their merit may entitle them to. 

I have extended these remarks to a greater extent than I in¬ 
tended at the commencment, and want of time compels me to 
close without commenting on the rules and Incidents thereunder, 
which I have noticed In attending field trials. I hope to be able 
to do this at some future time. Draco. 


Producing Sex at Will. 


Crbstok, Iowa. 

Editor Chicago Field:—T he subject of field trials, nstlonal 
and local, seems to be a matter of general Interest just at present, 
snd the dlccusslon now going on in the columns of the Chicago 
Field upon this subject, must, lu my opinion, result In Improve¬ 
ment 

The object of the nstlonal field trials must be the production of 
the best dog for all general purposes. Not the beat quail, or ruffed 
grouse, or chicken, or woodcock,' or snipe dog, but one that will 
be useful In bunting all these varieties; not the beat dog for the 
East, tbe Soatb, or tbe West; bat oae that will do food service 
In either of these localities. 

The purpose of local field trials, on the other band, should be 
the bringing before the public the best dog or doge for the sec¬ 
tion where such trials might be held. 

In the Ghioaoo Field of February 28, I said: “ Eventually, if 
not at once, we should divide up our vast kennel territory Into, eay 
four distinct associations, viz., East, West, Middle and Southern, 
and that each of these associations should hold a field trial with 
a Derby Stake upon Its programme. ” My opinions have not been 
changed by the discussion upon this subject, but rather 
strengthened. Tbe Derby, limited to puppies, should result In 
bringing to the front the most promising young dogs of each sec¬ 
tion, where they should be run under rules especially applicable 
to the peculiarities of the hunting of such section. For It Is with¬ 
out answer that Eastern covert shooting requires a dog of entire¬ 
ly different methods from the one demanded by-the open shoot¬ 
ing In the South or the West. Not a different dog, by any 
means, but a dog trained to a different method of seeking the 
game. 

Perfect dogs are never found In a Derby. Puppies will make 
mistakes po matter how carefully trained, and as many owners 
nave found out, will run riot and wild In a public competition, as¬ 
tonishing, by such conduct, no one person more than their owner 
or trainer. In fact, they are canine children, and very often seem 
w act like their human counterparts In displaying their naughti¬ 
ness before company. 

After the termination of the local field trial competitions, 
owners and handlers could then make their selections for the 
national field trials for the following year; the Derby having 
answered Its purpose In displaying tbe natural qualifications of 
running therein. Successful competition lu tbe older 
Uw# * natural qualifications shall be Ira- 
proved to the greatest possible extent, by the most careful end 
ystematlc Education. A good dog should Improve each year of

Editor Chioago Fibll>:—A s this subject has been discussed 
In the Chicago'-Flbld lately, I wish to say a few words, not espe¬ 
cially lu reply, but rather Independently of any discussion. 

If the production of sex at will could be accomplished, It 
would probably be profitable to a few at first, but In-the end It 
would be no vafue r ln the kennel, except to produce cheap dogs 
“dog cheap.’’ The Idea, however, Is not sustained by any well 
authenticated line of facts, or tangible arguments. In fact, 
there Is a great deal of nonsense, even In wise heads, about mat¬ 
ters of breeding, but to argue against these “I knows" and “I 
told you sos,” Is useless to a certain extent. 

The subject of procreation 1s too deep for most of us, but 
there are a few facts known which are worth placing before the 
general reader. Not being an original Investigator myself, I will 
cite some of the best and moat recent authorities on the subject 
of generation, and then we will make our deductions. 

Dr. J. Marlon81ms says: “Generation Is effected lu both the 
animal and vegetable kingdoms by the conjoint action of male 
and female germs. To insure conception the zoosperm of the 
male must be brought In direct contact with the ovum of the 
female. The somlnal fluid In a normal state la full of living 
zoosperms, without which fructification Is Impossible. Near the 
period of each menstruation a vesicle (or two or three) In the 
ovary swells, bursts and discharges an ovum which Is grasped by 
the fimbriated extremity of the Fallopian tube, aud Is slowly car¬ 
ried along the canal of said tube Into the cavity of the uterus, 
where, if It come lo contact with the vitalizing zoosperm of the 
male. It becomes a living organism, and attaches Itself to the 
wall of the womb where It grows and develops till, In the fullness 
of time, s child la born." 

Dr. 81ms states these facts in relation to the human subject, 
but they are sufficiently general In their application to cover the 
subject we are discussing. I have also endeavored to condense 
and arrange them In the fewest possible words, to do justice to 
the author, whose views are accepted facts. 

Next, when does conception take placet 

Dr. Austin Flint, Jr., In his physiology, says: “When the 
spermatozolda (zoosperms) are mixed with the uterine mucus 
they simply change tbelr medium, and there Is no reason to be¬ 
lieve that they may not retain their vitality as well as In the 
mucus of the vealculm semtnales. We caonot therefore fix aDy 
limit to the vitality of these anatomical elements under physio¬ 
logical conditions; and we cannot say positively that the sperma- 
tozolds may not remain In the Fallopian tubes, and around the 
ovary when Intercourse has taken place Immediately after a men¬ 
strual period until the ovulation following. There Is an Idea, 
based upon rather general and definite observations, that con¬ 
ception Is most liable to follow an Intercourse which occurs soon 
after a monthly period, but It Is certain that It may take place 
at any time." 

As we have Jnst seen, the zooaperma may exist Independently 
In the veslculn seralnales (In the male) for an Indefinite period 
before coition, or their ejaculation with the semen, as well as 
afterward In the uterine mucus of tbe female, “ even to the ovula¬ 
tion following." It Is evident, therefore, that conception does 
not always take place at tbe time of the sexual contact, but that 
the slowly moving ovum, and the vitalizing zoosperm may not 
come In contact and be attached to the uterus for many days, but 
the time of this contact and attachment marks tbe time of con¬ 
ception and the commencement of fcBt&l life. 

To assume that tbe paternal paaslOD governs the sex of the off 
spring In any case Is to aseume that It Is through a property of the 
zoosperm and to assume that tbe maternal passion governs in 
like manner. Is to assume that It Ib through a property of the 
ovum. The further assumption Is also necessary, that these sex 
producing properties In the zoosperm and ovum are changed from 
male to female, and vice versa at each change of sexual passion, 
before coition, snd tbst they are not thereby changed thereafter. 

This theory Is a good deal like the old root doctor’s specific 
medicine—black alder bark, which when scraped downward was 
Infallibly a purgative, and when scraped npward It was as snrely 
an emetic. Bnt the bark does not have to be scraped at all. 
Coition, or sexual Intoroouse, le not always a necessary part of 
reproduction. 


“ Those strange microscopic animalcules (zoosperms) full of a 
vigorous Instinctive activity, destined to bo nourished aud devel¬ 
oped Into the future mao, lu which we are compelled to recog¬ 
nize the commencement of the mysterious Incarnation of soul in 
matter,” (J. Marlon Sims) as well as the ovum of the female 
may have passed entirely out of the body before fecundation 
takes place, and yet the sexual equilibrium not be disturbed. 

All of us know this fact, and the processes of our fish culturlsta 
afford a repetition of the proof almost dally. The small fry pro¬ 
duced by artificial fccuudattou have the sexes as wetland equally 
developed as other fishes, aDd It Is an Irresistible conclusion that 
tbe eex In this case Is produced wholly Independent of any sexual 
passion or the will of parents, the same as the fecundation Itself. 

To control the sex of the offspring would seem a more difficult 
problem than the control of the viability of the zoosperms, and 
the ova In the male and female In their normal conditions. 

Sex Is a part of Petal development, and It le my firm belief, 
from our present state of knowledge, that the will can have no 
part In It whatever. Eland.

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This association was Incorporated in 1874, tinder the name ot 
the Massachusetts Anglers’ Association, but the name has since 
been changed, and the Interests of game and fish protection have 
been merged. It has been a very useful association in times past 
In relation to the protection and preservation of fishes, and its 
sphere of usefulness will undoubtedly be much enlarged now 
that It has entered the lists on the question of game protection. 

As the fees tor membership are trilling, and the annual assess¬ 
ments limited to three dollars for each member, It seems that It 
ought to be the duty of every lover of a day’s sport, with either 
rod or gun, to become enrolled as a member ot the association, 
to use a little exertion In aiding the purposes for which the asso¬ 
ciation exists. 

The president of tho association, Mr. John Fottler, Jr., Is au 
ardent sportsman, and an earnest game protector. He Is per¬ 
severing and fearless In his good work, never ceasing In his 
efforts for the protection of game, nor hesltatiug to prosecute a 
violator of the law, as was shown in the recent celebrated wood¬ 
cock case, when he prosecuted Young’s Hotel, and In doing so 
encountered the combined opposition of the entire hotel Inter¬ 


numbers to such an extent, that the most expert disciples of the 
rod failed to obtain reward for their labors, and the belief obtained 
that many of tho species, parttcnlsrly pike and baas, had be¬ 
come extinct. This led to the formation of the Syracuse Fish¬ 
ing Club, an organization now containing upward of 175 mem¬ 
bers, embracing all the eipert fishermen of the city and county, 
devoted exclusively to the protection of the fish living In the 
waters of Onondaga county. By the exertions ot tbla club sev¬ 
eral offenders have been captured, and the penalties against 
them enforced, contraband nets and devices have been confis¬ 
cated, and the piratical fishermen who Infested the lake shores 
have been driven away. The result has been that game fish have 
again become plentiful, and resident fishermen and visitors are 
certalD of finding sport with hook and line. Having succeeded 
thus far, the club do not propose to rest upon the laurelB already 
gained, but have appointed an active executive committee, and 
propose to protect what they have regained by promptly stop¬ 
ping any illegal attempt to catch fish In the lakes and streams of 
the county. 
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THE NEW TEXA8 LAW FOR THE PROTECTION 
OF FISH AND CAME. 

The following is a summary of the provisions of the law for 
tlie protection of fish and game in the State of Texas, approved 
March 15, 18S1, and which took immediate efTect. 

Article 423 prohibits, between February 1 and July 1, the use 
by any person of seineB, nets or any other contrivance, except the 
ordinary pole, hook and line, or trot line, for catching any fish 
in any 6tream, pool or lake, except his own, above tide water; 
and also forbids the use, at any time of the year, of any fish net 
or seine with meshes less than two and one-half Inches square. 
The peualty upon conviction Is a fine of from five to fifty dollars 

Article 424 forbids the use of fixed nets, traps or other con¬ 
trivances in any of the brooks, tanks, ponds, lakes, creeks, rivu¬ 
lets and rivers (not private and Individual property), under a pen¬ 
alty of from fifteen to seventy-five dollars, to go to the common 
school fund. Exception Is made In favor of the fish commis¬ 
sioners, for breeding, scientific and restocking purposes. 

Article 425 prohibits the use of lime, China berries, or other 
poisonous substances, under a penalty of from fifty to one hun¬ 
dred dollars. 

Article 426 prohibits the killing, trapping, ensnaring or destroy¬ 
ing In any way of wild deer between December land June I; and 
also provides that any butcher, huckster, marketer, common 
carrier, express agent, or any other person found In possession 
of fresh killed venison one day before the said open season be¬ 
gins, or ten days after the same closes, shall be deemed equally 
guilty of the violation of this article, and be fined not less than 
twenty-five or more than fifty dollars. 

Article 426$ forbids the killing or trapping of aoy wild turkey 
between May 15 and September 1, under a penalty of twenty-five 
dollars. 

Article 427 forbids the catching or killing of prairie chickens 
during the months of March, April, May, June and July, under 
penalty of ten dollara. 

Article 428 forbids the catching or killing of quails or par¬ 
tridges between March 1 and September 1, and tbelr netting 
at any time of the year. 

Article 429 protects mocking birds, whip-poor-wills, night 
hawks, blue birds, red birds, finches, thrushes, linnets, wrens, 
martins, swallows, bobolinks, cat birds, nonpareils, scissor tails, 
sparrows, and buzzard or carrion crows. 

Article 430. The following counties are exempted from the 
provisions of articles 426, 426$, 427 and 429, viz.: Jasper, New¬ 
man, Hardin, Liberty, McLennan, Nacogdoches, Waller, Hood, 
Bosque, Somervell, Williamson, Lampasas, 8ablne, San Augus¬ 
tine, Shelby, Titus, Franklin, Delta, Red River, Hunt, Rockwall, 
Henderson, Rains, Wood, Coryell, Hamilton, Brown, Coleman, 
Runnels, Johnson, Cooke, Morris, Rusk, Panola, Grayson, Den¬ 
ton, Leon, San Jacinto, Polk, Tyler, Wise, Montague, Clay and 
the unorganized counties attached to the same for judicial pur¬ 
poses, Ellis, Robertson, Anderson, Tom Green, Hill, Lamar, 
Freestone, Cherokee, Bowie, Taylor, Callahan, Shackelford, 
Stephens, Eastland, Eratb, Comanche, Palo Pinto, Limestone, 
Navarro, Madison, Walker, Trinity, and Austin; provided that 
the counties of Orange, Jasper and Newton shall be exempted 
from the provisions of article 426; provided further, that the 
counties of Lavaca and Delta are hereby exempted from the 
provisions of articles 426 and 429. 

Section 2. That the following counties are also exempted 
from the provisions of articles 426, 426$, 427, 428 and 429, viz.: 
Kaufman, Hopkins, Milam, Tarrant, Liberty, Jefferson, Cham¬ 
bers, Hardin, Archer, Baylor, Oldham, Wheeler.and the unorgan¬ 
ized countieB attached to them, and Angelina; provided that 
these exemptions shall not apply to articles 423, 424 and 425; 
provided that the counties of Fort Bend, Waller, Wharton, 
Grimes, Brazos, Angelina, Van Zandt, Polk, San Jacinto, Tyler, 
Walker, Trinity, Throckmorton, Parker, Jack and Young are 
hereby exempted from the provisions of this act; provided fur¬ 
ther, that the county of Houston 1s hereby exempted from the 
provisions of articles 424, 426, 426$, 427, 428 and 429. 

THE MASSACHUSETTS FISH AND CAME ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

The Massachusetts Fish and Game Protective Association Is 
the largest association of the kind In New England. Upon Its 
roll of members are to be found many honored names. Including 
gentlemen In almost every walk In life, ministers, lawyers, phy¬ 
sicians, one or two ex-Governors, and the present Governor of 
the Btate, besides many merchants and gentlemen of leisure, In 
all, some four hundred members.

Such a boldjattack ou so powerful a corporation as the hotel 
and restaurant proprietors of Boston, required no ordinary moral 
courage, and the tenacity with which he prosecuted the case 
through the different courts proved him to be of the material 
which is not to be driven from a purpose. 

Unfortunately in trying to obtain effective game legislation 
the association has to contend against the pristine prejudices of 
the legislators of the state, and a powerful combination of game 
dealers, who have not yet come to a realizing sense of the suici¬ 
dal policy they endeavor to maintain regarding the sale of game; 
consequently the association is prevented from getting through 
the legislature as effective a law as it desires; but it Is to be 
hoped that Massachusetts, one of the most Intelligent states In 
the Union, will after a while wheel into line, and which can not 
be any too soon.

THE NEW TENNESSEE FISH LAW. 

The Tennessee legislature has enacted a new law for the pro¬ 
tection of the fish in the waters of that state, which makes It 
unlawful to take, catch, kill or destroy any fish in the running 
streams, lakes, or ponds having outlets Into running streams, 
within the state, by the use of seines, traps, nets, gigs, spikes, 
guns, grab or snatch-hooks, or by means of lime, fish berries, 
giant powder, dynamite, gunpowder, or other explosive sub¬ 
stance; or by any other means than by angling with baited 
hook and line, and with trot lines; provided that fish may be 
taken by the fish commissioners, or their agents, in such manner 
as they may deem proper for purposes of propagation and re¬ 
stocking, and also allowing the use of a hand or minnow net In 
taking small fish for bait. 

It Is not lawful for any person to place any trap In any stream, 
or In tbe mouth of any stream or tributary thereof, or in any 
lake or pond which has an outlet In any stream, thereby prevent¬ 
ing the fish from having free passage to and from such waters. 

The molestation or damage of any fish durtug the spawning 
season, and the disturbance or damage of any fish eggs or young 
fish In any waters, Is specially forbidden. 

All violations of the act are declared misdemeanors, and boats, 
nets and other contrivances used In violating the same, are de¬ 
clared forfeited to the stale. Violations are punished by a fine 
of from five to twenty-five dollars, and all fines collected and 
moneys arising from the sale of forfeited contrivances, shall be 
paid In to the use of tbe school fund of the county- In which the 
offense was committed. 

Our Tennessee exchanges are filled with praises of the zeal, en¬ 
ergy and perseverance shown by Colonel Geo. F. Akers, fish com¬ 
missioner of Middle Tennessee, In his efforts to procure the pas¬ 
sage of this law, which we can fully indorse. We are also 
pleased to note, from the same sources, that credit Is given the 
Chicago Fikld for Its advocacy of the bill, pending Its passage, 
as well ss for its support of Colonel Akers while pushing the 
measure before tbe legislature. The law Is simple, but strong In 
its provisions, and If properly enforced, of which we have no 
doubt, will result In great benefits to the citizens of Tennessee. 

As will be seen from the following, Governor Hawkins has, 
through his private secretary, made a graceful and appropriate 
acknowledgement of the services of Fish Commissioner Akers:

A Nbw Rifle. —Mr. L. A. Stave, of Chicago, visited our 
office last week, bringing with him for exhibition a new rifle, 
patented as the Stsve-Spurllng combination rifle, the joint Inven¬ 
tion of Mr. Stave and General A. B. Spurting, of Elgin, Ill. It 
Is a rifle made In the usual form, and of regulation weight, forty- 
five caliber, but by a very simple change in the mechanism it 
may be used with either fixed or loose ammunition. This is ac¬ 
complished by wbat is really a removable chamber, very easily 
and quickly taken out upon throwing tbe gun open, one cham¬ 
ber being for sbell use, and tbe other for loose ammunition, tbe 
latter being loaded as readily as though the rifle was never used 
In any other way. In addition to this a small twenty-two caliber 
barrel Is Inserted In the thimbles (similar to those In use In the 
days of ramrods) beneath the barrel, which Is discharged by tbe 
use of the same trigger that is used for the rifle proper, but by a 
very simple piece of mechanlBm may be entirely disconnected 
from It. Tbls smaller barrel shoots ss strongly and accurately 
as a regular rifle of that caliber, and Is loaded at the breech, using 
the common twenty-two caliber shell. This rifle certainly ap¬ 
pears to be perfect In its parts and workmanship, and cannot 
fall to become a very valuable addition to tbe llst.of arms now In 
use, especially for field purposes.

Indeed, I might be called 
a shooter of the Billings’ type, for, as he sayB, There is more 
success in a miss on the wing than in a kill on the ground. So 
if there was success in missing on the wing, then I had certainly sh 
been successful to an extraordinary degree- 

On entering the fleld I ordered the pointer on, and he com¬ 
menced to quarter his ground In floe style. At the third cross¬ 
ing he made he stopped, and with head up, he advanced about 
flftv vards, and pointed, with hla head turned to my right, his 
right foot raised from the ground, and his body quivering with 
excitement. Admonishing him to remain steady, I advanced a 
few steps when up rose a bird to my right, and, much to my 
surprise?I killed It. As the gun cracked, three or four birds rose ^ 
in front of me, and I singled out one of them and dropped it. 

All this time Sport lay in the grass, and never moved. Elated v 
bv my success I was not long In loading, and I had no sooner got 
the caps on than Sport, who had been watching me rose and “ 
moved forward a step or two and came to point, this time on the 
left I moved In front again, and up rose four birds, two of 
which I killed In good style. I loaded up only to repeat the 
previous performance, by killing again right and left. Btx birds 
Without a miss was a thing I had never done before, and I do b. 
not think Captain Bogardus, In his greatest match, ever felt 
prouder than I did on that memorable afternoon; and as for old 
Sport, wordB cannot express the pleasure 1 felt at his behavior. 

As soon as I had loaded, I ordered him on, but no more birds “ 
were foand. I ordered him to find dead; he pointed every dead * 
bird On reaching the place of the second covey, Indicated by 8 
the farmer, Sport, came to a fine point In a low swale near the 
pasture gates. I stepped in front to flush, and one young bird » 
and the old hen rose about twenty yards in front of me, one 
quartering to the right, and the old one to the left. I drew on 
the young one, but did not kill, but I could see by the way t * 
dropped Its legs it was badly hurt, so I fired again, dropping It i 
in C'l pasture across the road. Loading again I ordered Sport ’ 
up, and he advanced a few steps to the left, and pointed again. 0 
On my moving In front five birds rose, two of which fell to rise 
no more. During the time I was loading two birds rose and flew t 
behind me into a hay Held where I marked them down. On flu- 
lshlne loading I flushed and killed another, which was all I could ' 
find of that covey. On crossing into the hay-field, Sport found 
two when I managed to bag both, with a neat right and left. 

I had now twelve birds, so I turned my face homeward. On my 
way back I went down C.’a pasture, where Sport found, and I 
killed a couple of old cocks. On reaching the fence that divided 1 
Grinnell’e corn from the pasture, Sport found another cock, 
which on flushing I missed clean, and drawing on him again I 
downed him just as he was topping the corn, but although I 
searched for him a quarter of an hour, I could not find him. I 
suspect I had only broken a wing and he had run on falling. 

Itwas now about six p. m., and as I neared the place where I 
found the first birds, I thought I would try it again. About half 
way down Sport struck the trail of an old cock out for his even¬ 
ing meal of grasshoppers, and here was where the fun came in. 

I believe if Sport pointed that bird once he pointed It twenty 
times, but as fast as he would come to a Btand the bird would 
start ahead on a run, and in spite of all we could do neither Sport 
nor I could get near enough to floah It In a proper manner. I 
got tired of the performance and started for home, but Sport was 
very reluctant to give it up; I had to order him up five or six 
times before he would obey. 

I started down the road, but bad only gone about one hun¬ 
dred yards when I missed the patter of Sport’s feet at my heels, 
and on looking back was just in time to see him disappear under 
the fence, going back to try It again.

The New Kansas Game Law. 

Lawrinob, Kan. 

Bditok Chicago Field;— lncloeed herewith I send you the 
text of the game law passed at the recent session of the legisla¬ 
ture of this state, which the sportsmen consider quite a triumph. 

This infernal granger idea, “I raised them quails,” has hereto¬ 
fore prevented the passage of any law abolishing netting and 
trapping on one’s “own ground,” and in consequence tons of 
have been shipped to Eastern markets, and beautiful covers 
and grounds swept bare of birds, in many cases not a breeder 
left » 


This law means that the day of the deadly and desolating net 
shall end, and that the game of this state shall be put to its legit¬ 
imate purpose of furnishing sport to ourselves and our visitors, 
and our eucceworB and aaaigna. 

While the open season allowed by the law (8ept. 1 to Dec. 1, for 
prairie chickens, and Nov. 1 to Jan. 1 for quails) Is not as liberal M 
might be desired by an ardent lover of the pleasures of the field, 
or as Is really Justified by the habits of the game, yet the error Is 
on the right side, and all true sportsmen will cheerfully yield a 
few weekB of additional enjoyment, for the sake of securing a 
law that absolutely prohibits the netting and trapping of grouse 

“I'long''residence in this state has convinced me that this 
nfbasure, and this qnly, was requisite to Insure such a head of 
game, as would mak6 this Indeed the happy hunting ground. 
Early in the legislative session, bills had passed both houses pro¬ 
hibiting the shooting of quails at any and all seasons, the opin¬ 
ion being generally entertained by the members of the legisla¬ 
ture, that these birds were a roost essential factor In the destruc¬ 
tion of noxious insects, particularly the chlnts bug, an Insect 
whose ravages upon the growing wheal and corn cause great 
damage throughout the state; close investigation however, 
failed to sustain this assumption, and when the attention of our 
law makers was called to the Important influence our sporting 
opportunities exercise In Inducing a considerable immigration, 
they wisely modified their previous action, and gave us a law, 
that, vigorously enforced—as we intend It shall be will Insure 
to ourselves and our visitors (be Bure you are one this Fall) a 

healthful and delightful recreation. 

While many gentlemen Interested themselves in the Bubject, It 
may not be improper to state that the thanks of all sportsmen 
for the success of the law are due In a great measure to the ex¬ 
ertions of your old friend, W. F. White, general passenger agent 
A T. <fc 8. F. R. R., who both aa a matter of personal Interest and 
business policy, devoted himself to securing Its passage.

Game Legislation In Wisconsin. 


Menomonee, Wis. 0 
Editor Chicago Field:— The news of the defeat, In the Wis- 8 
coneln Assembly last week, of Senator Delaney’s Iron clad ° 
game bill, was received with delight by sportsmen in this vlctn- e 
lty Champions of the dog and gun here, as elsewhere, are in 
active sympathy with any consistent measure intended for the 
preservation of game, but the provision In the above-mentioned g 
bill making it unlawful to shoot prairie chickens for the term of f 
three years, 1s generally thought to be a particularly unwise one; * 

the following are some of the many reasons: t 

1st. It Is a truism that the failure to enforce any game law ( 
on the statute books tends to enfeeble the effects of other legis- f 
lation on the subject, and the prevailing sentiment of sportsmen t 
being adverse to the provision quoted above, It would not be j 

vigorously enforced. .... , , ,.. . 

2d. Many of the men who suggested the provision of the bill, 
via • Members of the State Sportsmen’s Association, live In cities, i 
and are obliged to journey far for sport, therefore such a law ; 
would not seriously Interfere with their enjoyment, as they could ( 
go Into some other state without extra expense, while the major- , 
lty of those who shoot have neither time or money for such trips, ^ 
and would be debarred altogether from chicken shooting. This 
would lead to the violation of this provision of the law. 

3d The disappearance of the chickens is not due to the gun 
so much as to other causes. Long, stormy Winters, like the one 
just past, heavy floods during the hatching season, like last year, 
wolves, foxes and wild cats, are in this section fearful causes of 

destruction to the prairie chicken. For instance; one of the 

Knapp, Stout * Company’s farms, known as tha Moore Farm, 
used to abound with chickens; that section has not been hunted 
more than others, still ’tie nearly Impossible to bag a decent 
mess on this farm, while foxes and wolves roam there In large 
numbers. Mr. Baker, foreman of the farm, says that he fre¬ 
quently sees foxes around the farm buildings soon after dusk, 
and that he saw, one morning last Fall, fifteen foxes in his stack¬ 
yard at one time. It requires many chickens, both old and 
young, and many eggs, to feed such a number of wild animals. 

Such a law may be needed In the southern part of Wisconsin, 
but Northern Wisconsin does not need It, and will not have it 
so long aa it can be avoided. Mo. 

Testing A New Gon.— Racine, Wla —Bditor Chicago 
FiM .—I was out to-day with Mr. H. Proehl, testing his gun, 
a new 8J pound, 10 gauge “Fox,” just purchased of the Ameri¬ 
can Arms Co. I have tested a good many guns, but never saw 
one that shot as well as this one. The right barrel is nearly a 
cylinder bore, which we did not-care to test, but we wished to 
see how well the left barrel, which was ordered to shoot as close 
as possible, would do. WeusedU. M. C., paper shells, uncrimped, 

• 4 drams orange ducking powder No. 5, Ii oz of No. 7, and li ozof 
I No. 8 Chicago chilled shot; 2 wads on powder, 1 on shot, 80 inch 
. circle, 40 yards, gun fired from rest. We fired three shots with 
No. 7: 211, 297, 292, average, 268J; and three shots with No. 8, 
845, 488, 451, average, 421*. There was some oil in the gun 
when the first shot with the No. 7 was fired, and after firing the 
1 three shots the gun was wiped out, and an oiled rag passed 
„ through the barrel. We then fired the three shots with the No. 
„ 8, and the first shot, as with the No. 7, did not do very well. But 
I think the last two shots with both the No. 7 and No. 8 shot were 
I the flnest patterns I ever saw made, the whole circle being cov¬ 
ered aa evenly as it could possibly be done. In conclusion I 
wish to say that I have seen a good many Fox guns In use, and 
all of them have been well made, finely finished, beautifully bal- 
J anced, and the very beat of shooting guns. R. E^O. 


Detroit, Mioh., April 8.—Old hunters say they have never 
seen at any one time so many ducks iu our waters as there are 
at present. Last week Mr. George Avery and a friend went to 
the flats and killed In two days’ shooting 880 ducks, mostly red 
heads. Mr. Avery did most of the ehootlog, his friend prefer¬ 
ring to see him “drop them” to shooting himself. We endeavored 
to have battery and night shooting prohibited In the game law 
recently passed, but a wealthy man, named Brush, employed one 
or two persons to lobby against it, and succeeded In having those 
provisions stricken out. The bill protecting quails Is secure, 
allowing them to be killed only lu October and November. 
Some progress has been made in game protection this Winter, 
and perhaps by another two years we may get some still better 
legislation. The slaughter of all kinds of game in Northern 
Michigan this Winter has been fearful beyond precedent. The 
lazy, good-for-nothing pot-hunter has run wild, uncontrolled 
either by Bense or reason. I hope we may be able to save some 
of our game before It is completely exterminated, yet It |ls only 
bard work that will do it. Bogota. 

Warrbnton, N. C., March 24.—We have many superb shots, 
and some very fine dogs; in fact, I do not think (for blood and 
fleld performance) that my pointers can be beaten by any dogs 
on earth. I saw two of my friends kill eigbty-two partridges In 
elgbty-two successive shots; not a miss, and singular to relate, 
they are poor shots at glass balls. We have three men In this 
county that have never missed a pigeon, and I really think they 
could kill a thousand in succession, though they have never shot 
at only 150.

the last two months. A farmer lad, ten years of age, who re¬ 
ported twenty-two killed, received from the association the 
promised award of 110 for the person killing the greatest num¬ 
ber. The farmers, as well aa the shooting fraternity, are greatly 
interested in this matter, and are watching with some concern the 
fate of the Greiner blU, now before the Ohio senate, offering a 
bounty on hawks.__ _ 


Charleston, III., April 7 .—Waterfowl have been scarce this 
SprlDg, until the last few days.

Although I persistently urge tbe necessity for the exhibition of 
good food to foals and young horses, the remarks previously made 
npon the evils of forced feeding and the promotion of early 
maturity are In uo wise qualified thereby. I strongly desire that 
the difference between tbe two conditions should be thoroughly 
understood and appreciated. By a sufficient, but not supera¬ 
bundant, supply of suitable nutritious food a regular development 
of the young animal la to be achieved.
